FOUR NSL TEAMS LIKELY TO BE AXED NEXT YEAR 


By Bert van Bedaf 


t has been on the cards for so long the 

final admittance has come as no surprise. 

Soccer Australia will reduce the National 
Soccer League from its current 16 to 12 
teams next season and there will be a national 
league second division. 

“Twelve teams seems to be the preferred 
number,” Soccer Australia chairman Basil 
Scarcella said a few weeks ago. 

The immediate observation is there will be a 
desperate scramble at the bottom end of the 
NSL ladder, 

Clubs springing to mind as likely relegation 
victims are Gippsland Falcons and Sydney 
United. Last season’s bottom team Canberra 
Cosmos scored a surprise 3-0 win over Adelaide 


Force in the opening round, but they’ll have to 
prove they can last the distance. 

New Zealand newcomers, the (Auckland) 
Football Kingz found out what national league 
soccer was all about, losing 3-0 to Carlton and 
2-1 to Sydney United. If the Kingz find 
themselves in the bottom four, will they be 
telegated to the NSL second division next year? 

The Melbourne Knights know they’re in for a 
fight. Knights chairman Tony Karlusic put it to 
the fans in blunt terms. 

“Tt’s going to be damn hard, when you take 
into account that four teams are destined to face 
the axe at the end of the current season. 

“We all know what relegation to.a lower 
league would do to the Knights,” he said, 

“Look what’s happened to the likes of 
(Victorian clubs) Preston, Heidelberg, 
Brunswick Juventus and Sunshine George 
Cross,” he said. 

Juventus no longer exists. Having lost its 
place in the national league through relegation, 
it returned as the Melbourne Zebras in the early 
1990s, only to be axed from the league two 
years later. Its relics rest with the Melbourne 
Raiders, while its administrators and fans have 
dispersed between Bulleen and Carlton. 

The trophies are with the Raiders. 
Brunswick's former president, Peter Balassone, 
is president at Bulleen and Lou Sticca, a former 
Juventus director, is now general manager of 
Carlton, 

The other vanquished clubs all play in the 
Victorian Premier League (VPL). The Knights

message is clear, relegation means languishing 
in a state league or extinction. 

For several VPL clubs the prospect of playing 
in a second NSL division offers a lifeline to a 
more promising future. Green Gully, Preston, 
recently promoted and ex-NSL club Heidelberg, 
the ambitious Melbourne Raiders, Port 
Melbourne and Bentleigh Greens are eager 
candidates to tread water in a bigger pond. 

State league clubs would need to share 
company with those clubs relegated from the top 
flight NSL league, 


“Teams missing out on NSL (Division One) 
selection would be given the option of joining 
the second division,” Scarcella said. 

He revealed a second division would 
comprise clubs from New South Wales, Victoria 
and possibly a team from Adelaide. 

Could this be a revival of the Adelaide Sharks 
as the Southern Stars? 

Much of the groundwork and lobbying to 
establish a second division over the last 12 
months was conducted by Victorian Soccer 
Federation (VSF) chairman Joe Brondolino, 
now also a SA commissioner. 

Brondolino will be stepping down as VSF 
chair and will become more involved in his SA 
position in the future. He is a strong advocate of 
a second division which, as he sees it, will offer 
clubs a goal to aim for and scope for growth. 

Some clubs are too small for the big-time 
NSL, but too big for the State leagues, 

The second division offers an in-between, and 
allows sponsors a wider audience than within 
state confines, 

A fully-fledged system of promotion and 
relegation would create a free flow of clubs up 
and down the scales from NSL to state leagues 
and back. 

A players’ salary cap would keep costs down, 
while ground rationalisation would give 
attendances the best possible spectator comforts 
available. 

“With a salary cap in place, the cost factor 
won't be significantly greater than that of a 
Premier League club,” Brondolino said,

“LT think my timing is perfect. I played 
with a great club for 10 years, won two 
championships and played for Australia, I 
have exceptional memories and achieved 
more than I expected. This country gave 
me a second life 

Force captain, Alex Tobin, lamented the 
loss of the man who had partnered him in 
battles for club and country. 

“A 10-year association has been broken. 
It’s been tremendous to have partnered 
Milan in so many memorable matches.” 

Renowned for his superior fitness, 
Ivanovic fell foul of niggling injuries last 
season, yet felt refreshed and motivated to 
play one final campaign. 

He joined the Force in pre-season train- 
ing and even took to the training track for 
one last hurrah in midweek before breaking 
the news of his retirement to his col- 
leagues. 

A genuine legend, Ivanovic, 38, was 
brought to Australia by Zoran Matic in 
1989 when the coach's persuasive powers 
lured him away from several other overseas. 
clubs, 

That move followed Ivanovic’s distin- 
guished career with the fabulous Red Star 
Belgrade. 


I ‘was almost too much for many of 


Milan Ivanovic: 301 games for 
Adelaide Force. 

To this day, “The Doctor” rates his 
appearance for Red Star against AC Milan 
as his single most memorable game, 

Although approaching the veteran stage 
of his career, he racked up an amazing 59 
matches for the Socceroos, a glorious stint 
that ended with a swan song appearance 
against Japan in 1998, 

Terry Venables gave Ivanovic the cap- 
tain's armband for that game at Hindmarsh 
Stadium. 

“T have lost my licence as “The Doctor.” 
Tyanovie said, but he has no regrets. 

Surely, the Force will allow Ivanovic a 
fully warranted Testimonial to honour the 
great champion. 

Meanwhile, he flagged his intentions for 
future activities by completing the Level 3 
coaching course in Canberra in June. 
I must do the practical part to qualify.’ 

That opportunity should arrive sooner 
than expected with Ivanovic favoured to be 
offered the Adelaide City coaching job 
with the club’s newly promoted Premier 
League squad. 

“I would certainly be interested, because 
it would be nice to remain with the club in 
some capacity.”

delaide Force christened the new-look Hindmarsh 
Stadium with a thrill-packed 2-1 win over 
Parramatta Power last Friday night. 

But like its brand-spanking new: purpose-built soccer 
facility, the Force has much work to do before it is ready

“We now have allowed six goals in three games and 
that’s not us,” said Force coach Zoran Matic, who 
called up rookie goalkeeper Jonathan Lihou and class 
youngster Michael Cartwright for the drought-breaking 
clash, 

Darwin-born Likou, 18, and Cartwright, 20, made 
their NSL debuts, replacing custodian Anthony Breaden 
and retired superstar sweeper, Milan Ivanovic (see page 
11 for separate story). 

“This was a new combination, we are still searching 
for our best combination,” the relieved Matic said, 

When the final whistle sounded, both Matic and his 
Parramatta counterpart, David Mitchell housed 
legitimate reasons for complaint against Queensland 
referee David Dwight, who made his Adelaide debut 
memorable for two unfortunate reasons, 

Dwight first raised Matic's ire in the 36th minute 
when he booked hometown midfielder Dongi Ki Kim for 
pulling his shirt over his head after the Korean 
celebrated scoring the opening Force goal, 

Why should this be deemed offensive in OZ when it is 
not punished overseas? Big Mitch had cause for concern 
in the 74th minute when Dwight red-carded Power 
midfielder Walter Ardone for allegedly stomping on 
grounded Force midfielder Igor Rodrigues, 

Asked at the post-match Press conference to comment 
on the Kim booking, Matic said, “These days we have 
young puppy dogs, who want to be the centre of 
autention, 

With Angelo Costanzo capably filling the huge 
sweeper boots vacated by Ivanovic and Cartwright 
slotting neatly into the wide right defensive role, the 
Force deservedly went ahead after a sweet move started 
by Aurelio Vidar, who released “Man Of The Match" 
Nick Sabliak, 

The latter's cross was cleared to Kim, who slapped a 
ground shot home from the edge of the box. 

Two minutes from half time the 6,100 crowd, which 
paled into insignificance with the 45,187 crammed into 
Football Park for the hybrid “International Rules” 
series between Australia and Ireland, celebrated 
Damian Mori’s second goal of the season and the 
match, 

Costanzo crossed for ever present Sabljak to round 
an opponent before allowing the goal ace to net from 
close range. 

Any thoughts of a run-a-way win were thwarted when 
Parramatta evergreen Peter Bennett beat Lihow with a 
25 metie lob to record his second goal of the season. 

That was Lihou's second error of judgement for the 
match but the teenager atoned with splendid saves to 
deny Ardone, Milan Blagojevic and a show-stopping tip 
over the crossbar to defuse a brilliant blast from 
substitute Joel Griffiths, 

Despite his undoubted potential, Lihou, who joined 
the Force on a $15,000 transfer fee from South 
Australian Premier League club White City Woodville in 
an eleventh hour deal, could have a shorter reign as the 
club’s number one goalkeeper than Breaden, who 
played the first tvo matches, 

And the jury is still out on the capabilities of 
Brazilian, Rodrigues, alias, “Indio.” He displayed silky 
skills and the ability to cross accurately, but too ofien 
failed to convert his trickery into constructive team 
work. 

“It’s too early to assess," Matic said. “I'm finding it 
hard to communicate with Ugo and while he has skilful 
‘qualities, his biggest problem could be a lack of speed.” 

As he savoured claiming his first points of the 
campaign, Matic mused that Friday at the Force Field 
would go down in his memoirs as the first time he has 
ever seen.a goalkeeper go down with cramp. 

“He (Lihou) must be fit to run for only two minutes,” 
he joked.

he millennium dream has 

come true for South 

Melbourne. The Australian 
and Oceania champion will get its 
date with England and European 
champion Manchester United at the 
World Championship for clubs in 
Brazil next year. 

The year 2000 tournament will be 
held from January 5-14. 

Club president George Vasilopoulos 
and coach Ange Postecoglou attended 
the draw in Rio De Janeiro last week. 
Postecoglou was rapt over the outcome. 

“We wanted to stay in Rio de Janeiro 
and we wanted to play Manchester 
United in our group, Both of those 
dreams have come true, and if things 
happen in threes, you never know what 
might happen next,” a delighted 
Postecoglou said. 

South is in Group B with United, 
South American champion Vasco Da 
Gama and Necaxa, the Mexican club 
representing the North and Central 
American Confederation as champion. 

In-Group A are Real Madrid, the 
Toyota Intercontinental Cup champion 
of Spain, Corinthians of Brazil, and Al 
Nasr of Saudi Arabia, The African 
champion, making up the four, is yet to 
he decided, 

South Melbourne will be based at the 
huge Maracana stadium in Rio de 
Janeiro, [ts opening match in the new

Millennium is against Da Gama on 
January 6, followed by Necaxa two 
days later. Its historic date with Man 
United is on January 11, 

Vasco — a club founded by the 
Portuguese colony — is often nick- 
named “Dried Cod” after that country’s 
national dish. 

Vasilopoulos could scarcely believe 
his club had risen to these dizzy 
heights.

“Who would have thought two years 
ago, we'd be going to Rio de Janeiro to 
play the biggest clubs in the world,” he 
said. 

South’s opening game will be a re- 
match of sorts for Postecoglou. “I know 
quite a bit about Vasco da Gama,” the 
South coach said. 

“T actually played against them 15 
years ago at Olympic Park in 
Melbourne, when they toured Australia 


against the Socceroos. That's my bit of 
history there. 

“This is the biggest event for 
Australian soccer since the Socceroos 
qualified for the World Cup in 1974. To 
have the opportunity of playing these 
great sides is just incredible.’ 

Club general manager Damien 
Phillips was busy preparing for the 
increased international media attention 
South is expected to receive. 


“This will lift our profile, but also 
soccer in Australia as a whole, It will be 
good for everybody. We've already 
received a lot of attention and I expect 
this will grow as the tournament gets 
nearer,” he said. 

So far, South Melbourne has been 
flying the Aussie flag on such major 
media networks as CNN, BBC and 
Brazilian television. 

The draw in Rio was attended by 
more than 250 journalists, and 
Postecoglou was a little surprised by. 
the knowledge shown about South 
Melbourne. 

“There's been a lot of curiosity dis- 
played, but many of the people who 
interviewed me including the BBC 
World Service, must have surfed the 
web and hit our website, because they 
were aware of our recent results, our 
players and who's scoring at the 
moment,” Postecoglou said immediate- 
ly after the draw. 

“Many of the questions were directed 
at how we're going to approach such a 
big event, but to tell you the truth, I'm 
not too worried about that. 

“The whole team will be focussed, 
and the reality of the situation is that 
most of these teams are a million miles 
ahead of us at the moment. 

“Having said that, they'll also under- 
estimate us, and if we go in with the 
right attitude, then we can slip under 
their guard, catch someone on an off 
day, and in these kind of games, who 
Knows what can happen.” 


U HAPPY WITH THE DRAW 


‘ancheter United director 
Sir Bobby Chariton has 
expressed his relief at 


drawing the so-called easier group 
— South Melbourne, Vasco Da 
Gama and Necaxa, 

He said: “That draw sounds 
alright, especially considering 
Madrid are in the other group. 

“But the Mexicans will be strong, 
as will the Brazilians Vasco da Gama, 
but I know we will not be taking any- 
thing for granted, 

“We played in Melbourne during 
the (European) summer but we did 
not play against South Melbourne so 
that will be a new challenge for the 
team. 

“But this is a new competition and 
we will wait and see what happens 
when we get out there.” 

While Group B will be based in Rio 
de Janeiro, the Group A games will 
be held in Sao Paolo, which is further 
south and where the weather is likely 
to be more temperate. 

FIFA general secretary Michel Zen 
Ruffinen presided over the draw in 
which former Brazilian greats Zico 
and Rivelino were among five ex-pro- 
fessionals who took it in turns to pull 
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coloured balls from glass pots. 

In the draw organisers determined 
beforehand that Real Madrid and 
Manchester United would be placed 
in separate groups, as would the two 
Brazilian teams. 

The Group B teams will face the 
searing heat and stifling humidity of 
mid-summer in Rio when even local 
championships normally take a break. 

Conditions in Sao Paulo are some- 
what more bearable. 

The new competition, which has 
been fiercely criticised in Europe as 
merely cluttering up an already over- 
crowded calender, is being pro- 
claimed by FIFA as a battle to find 
the genuine world club champions, 

But of the teams taking part only 
half will actually be current champi- 


ons of their continents — Manchester 
United, Necaxa, South Melbourne 
and the African champions, which 
will be decided in December. 

Vasco won the South American 
Libertadores Cup in August 1998, Al 
Nasr qualified as winners of the 1998 
Asian Supercup and Real Madrid are 
taking part as winners’ of last year’s 
Intercontinental Cup. 

Corinthians, Brazilian champions 
in 1998, are the team nominated by 
the host country. 

FIFA official Abdullah Al Dabal, 
chairman of the organising commit- 
tee, explained that each confederation 
had been granted the right to choose 
its representative. 

“Some chose their champions from 
last year or the winners of their 
Supercup,” he said. 

Although the competition has been 
under fire, Zen Ruffinen said FIFA 
wanted to make it an annual event 
and would not deny that future edi- 
tions may involve up to-16 clubs. 

“Tf this proves to be a success I am 
sure that the organising committee 
will have a look at the possibility of 
increasing the number of teams,” he 
said.

rtugal scored a stunning foot- 
balling victory off the field last 
Tuesday when it won the con- 
test to host the 2004 European 
Championship finals. 
Portugal upset neighbours Spain, 
long considered to be the hot 
favourites to host the event, and also 


saw off a joint-bid from Austria and 
Hungary. 

Eusebio, Portugal’s most famous 
player who has worked as an ambas- 
sador for the bid since 1997, cheered 
as if he had scored a winning goal with 
the rest of the Portuguese delegation as 
UEFA President Lennart Johansson

announced their victory. 

“It is absolutely fantastic,” he said 
afterwards, “I have worked hard for 
this for 18 months and there were three 
great bids involved. 

“But I always had a feeling we could 
do it. I feel like I did when Benfica 
won the European Cup in 1962 and I 
scored twice. Portugal is a small goun- 
try — but everyone loves football.” 

The Portuguese bid was based on 
the simple slogan “We Love Football” 
and Gilberto Madail, the president of 
the Portuguese Football Federation 
could hardly contain his joy after- 
wards. 

“This is the greatest day of my life” 
he said. “We have done everything we 
could conceivably do to show that a 
country like Portugal is capable of 
organising a competition like the Euro 
2004 Championships. 

“By this decision UEFA have turned 
over a new page in European soccer 
history.” 

Johansson said afterwards that

“Even though some of the stadiums 
have yet to be built, they were con- 
vinced the Portuguese bid was the best.

Pelé says Brazil isn’t ready 


razilian soccer legend 

Pelé said last week his 

country’s football fed- 
eration was too amateur to 
host the 2006 World Cup. 

“J am not against the World 
Cup finals in Brazil, I’m 
against the committee,” he told 
reporters during a visit to the 
Middle East to promote his link 
toa World Cup sponsor. 

Previously, in August, Pelé 
had said that rather than bid- 
ding for the World Cup, 
Brazilian money would have 
been better spent on social pro- 
grammes, 

Last week he said: “The only 
problem with Brazil (soccer) is 
the administration, it is ama- 
teur... Brazil on the pitch are 
the best team in the world, no 
doubt. Off the pitch, the admin- 
istration is terrible.” 

The former striker reiterated 
his reluctance to become 
involved in football administra- 
tion by saying that coaching 
and management jobs were for 
“crazy people”. 

“I never want to be the presi- 
dent of (world soccer’s govern- 
ing body) FIFA, or the Brazil 
Football Federation.” 

Pelé voiced concern that too 
much football was being 
played for commercial reasons, 
not for the development of the 
game, and added that the world 
soccer calendar needed to be 
unified in order to prevent

player exhaustion and injury.

ger. “If you want to score more 
goals, practise more,” he said.
